The total income of the Port during 1970-71 amounted to 
Rs. 2513.88 lakhs as against Rs. 2317.85 lakhs in the previous 
year. The increase of Rs, 196.03 lakhs was mainly due to 
increase in the revenue earned by way of danuirnige charges, 
increase in Iron & Steel, cotton and POL traffic, increase in 
cranage, landing and mooring fees etc. 

The Lotal expenditure amounted to Rs. 2204.28 lakhs as 
against Rs. 2149.33 lakhs in the previous year, The increase 
in the expenditure of Rs. 54,95 lakhs was mainly due to 
increase in salaries and wages payable to employees and 
Hnmalage Labour and stores (Repairs and Maintenance) and 
more store adjustments. 

The balances in the various Reserve Funds as on 31st 
March, 1971 were as under: 

(i) General Reserve Fund- — Rs. 30-17 crores, 

(ii) Fire & Motor Insurance Fund — Rs. 0.27 crore. 

tiii) Pilotage Reserve Friind — -Rs, 0.16 crores. 

(iv) Other Reserves/Funds — Rs, 2.07 crores. 

The net balance available for further Capital outlay as on 
3 1st March, 1971 amounted to Rs. 25 crores, after setting 
aside Rs. 10 crores for meeting unforeseen and emergent 
expenditure. 

Of the outstanding debt of Rs, 10.34 crores, the amount 
due to the public was Rs. 3.53 crores and to Government 
Rs, 5.94 crores, the balance of Rs. 0,87 crores being internal 
loans held by the Trustees themselves. F'or repayment of 
loans, the Trustees have buiJt up a balance of Rs. 5.QI crores 
as on 31-3-197! in the General Sinking Fund. As the 
balance in the fund is more than sufficient to meet all the 
outstanding debenture loans, further contribution from 
Revenue to this fund has been discontinued from 1970-71. 
In order to equalize th* burden of the repayment of loans 
received from the Government for the construction of Marine 
Oil Terminal, a ‘Reserve for repayment of loans from Gov- 
ernment 1 has been established, Tne balance in that Reserve 
as on 31-3-1971 was Rs. 2.05 crores. 

3, Traffic 

The Port handled a total cargo of 14,40 million tonnes 
during 1970-71, of which imports accounted for 10,86 million 
tonnes and exports 3.54 million tonnes, 

The corresponding figures of imports and exports during 
the previous year were 11,44 and 3.60 million tonnes, respec- 
tively, totalling 15.04 million tonnes. The total traffic handl- 
ed by the Port was thus 0,64 million tonnes less than in the 
previous year. 

4, Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the Port during the 
year 1970-71 was 2440 with a total gross registered tonnage 
of about 17 million as against 2505 vessels totalling about 
18 million gross registered tons in 1969-70. 

The number of sailing vessels which used the port during 
the year 1970-71 was 18,120 as against 29,053 during the year 
1969-70. 

5, Works 

During the year, an expenditure of Rs. 350.24 lakhs was 
incurred on the capital works. The following are the impor- 
tant works completed or in progress during the year : — 

Dock Expansion and Ballard Pier Extension Schemes 

The two schemes together, which are estimates to cost 
about Rs. 19.93 crores, and are designed to provide eight 
additional berths at Bombay Port, were in progress. The 
Alexandra Dock Extension and the Ferry Terminal jetty were 
completed while the work on the Ballard Pier Extension was 
in progress The berths in the Alexandra Dock Extension 
had been thrown open to traffic, The schemes are expected 
to be completed by March 1972. 

Dredging of the Main Harbour Channel— Phase III 

The first two phases of the scheme were completed during 
the Third Five Year. The third and last phase of the work 
costing about Rs, 33.62 lakhs was carried out dcparmtentally 
by the Port Trust in June 1970. 

Drag Suction Dredger of 1100 tonne capacity 

The dredger, estimated to cost about Rs. 1,68 crores, 
ordered on Mazagon Dock Ltd., Bombay was delivered.

The Port Trusts’ Consulting Engineers were commissioned 
to prepare a Master Plan for the Jurther development of 
Bombay Port. r Jhjs is covered by the loan given by the 
International Development Association, for the development 
of Bombay. As part of this study, investigations were ill 
progress regarding the feasibility of constructing a satellite 
port to Bombay at Nliava-Sheva on the eastern side of the 
harbour. Dining this period, the master plan was under 
finalization by the Port Trust’s Consulting Engineers. 

6. Port Trust Railway 

The through traffic handled by the B.P.T. Railway during 
the year was 3.35 million tonnes as against 3.70 million 
tonnes in 1969-70. The local traffic amounted to 0.28 million 
tonnes as against 0.16 million tonnes in the previous year. 

The working of the Bombay Port Trust Railway during 
1970-71 showed a deficit of Rs, 74.76 lakhs with revenue at 
Rs. 195.20 lakhs and expenditure at Rs. 26*9.96 lakhs. The 
deficit during the previous year was Rs. 100.78 lakhs. 4 he 
deficit was offset by sm pluses from olher activities of the 
Port Trust. 

7. Turn Round of Shipping 

The highest number of vessels using the docks during the 
year 1970-71 was 86 during the fortnight ended 31 st^ Decem- 
ber, 1970. The average turn round during the fortnight was 
6 days* as against the slowest turn round of 9.1 days during 
the fort nigh L ended 15 th July, 1970 when 69 vessels used the 
docks. 

The cargo handled under the piece rate scheme was 134% 
over datum in 1970-71. 

8. Labour 

The labour situation in the Port remained satisfactory. The 
Port Trust’s Weliare measures covered a variety of activities 
namely, sports, recreation, variety entertainments, excursions, 
scholarships, canteens, general medical attention,, women's 
clinics, reading rooms and libraries etc. A contribution of 
Rs. 4.24 lakhs was made from Revenue to the Employees’ 
Welfare Fund,
